Election/Restrictions 

1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentabiy distinct 
species of the claimed invention: 

Group I, drawn to claims 1-2, which claim a plate-line over-driven access 
method for ferroelectric memory. 

Group II, drawn to claims 3-4, which claim a bit-line over-driven access method 
for ferroelectric memory. 

Group III, drawn to claims 5-10, which claim a ferroelectric memory, 
comprising: a sense amplifier; and a memory unit, coupled to the sense amplifier, 
comprising: a positive bit line a word line ...; a positive memory cell a negative 
memory cell a plate line ...; a first current source ... and a second current source .... 

Group IV, drawn to claims 11-15, which claim a ferroelectric memory, 
comprising: a memory unit a sense amplifier, comprising: a first phase inverter a 
second phase inverter a P-switch and an N-switch .... 

2. Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claim is generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification 
of the species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims

In either instance, if the examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over 
the prior art, the evidence or admission may be used in a rejection under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention.
